at this stage. Caftcrtite will be 
iioured from Water u> Millard 
in one operation, Traffic, how- 
ever will be open on Timothy 
St., crossing Main St. until close 
to the end of the project. 

Whether or not the town 
would use a special cement for 
the roadbed concrete was not 
definitely decided this week, 
The more expensive type of ce- 
ment would cost (JO cents more 
per yard and would mean a sev- 
en day halt for vehicular traffic 
on Main St. The cheaper ce- 
ment would mean a $10,000 sav- 
ing for the town and would only 
stop traffic for -18 hours. 

The engineer said that he did 
not think the expensive cement 
would be worth the extra cost. 
Mr. Waterhouse also expressed 
an opinion against the more ex- 
pensive material. 

Mr. Waterhouse said that em- 
ployee* of the company would 
co-operate In every way with the 

merchants on Main St, The 
engineer said, "We arc golm; to 
do everything possible to reduce 
the Inconvenience to people on 
Main St. and to other people In 
the town as a whole. Mr. Wat. 
erhouse's company will do ev- 
erything it can to make it easier 
for everyone." 

"I think you will be surprised 
at tho Utile amount of incon- 
venience during the projects 
wild Mr. Waterhouse. He refer- 
red to other towns such as Kit- 
chener which htid complete face- 
lifting Jobs done on their main 
afreets. "Hut naturally we ex- 
peel many complaints. It is only 
humtm nature to complain" he 

said. 

No Time Katlmnte 

Mr. Wnlerhouse would not 
make any promise* ohout the 
length of time Main St. will he 
tied up with the project. 

"It alt depends on these «er- 
vlcos," ho said, If workmen run 
Into trouble with municipal cer- 
vices, newera nnd water main*. 
It may hold up the entire pro- 
ject for a |>erlod of time, Cou- 
nt ruction will carry on Into tho 
summer months at leaat. 

All present water services will 
tw replaced by capper pipes, »• 
cordln« to tho engineer. Ho 
asked that all owners or tenants 
report any trouble they have had 
with newer* to the engineer. 

The width of sidewalks will 
vary but In moat places alon« 
tho business section they will m 
narrower. At the north end, ho 
iwcen Ontario St. and Davis 
Drive, they will ho wider. Store 
fronts are ho irregular that It 
would l»o impossible to keep a 
uniform width of sidewalk, n& 
rorUhiK to the engineer 

Tho narrowest portion "I Hide- 
walk will be In front of Daw- 
Ron's store, across from the 
J>ost Office. Tho sidewalk will 
be so narrow there that parking 
meters will ho removed. 'Iltoro 
will he a "no purklntf' area fl 
rhlH point so that traffic will 
have more room to turn irom 
Pork Ave, onto Main St. 

Most store owners and tenants 
were ulvcn tho exact width of 
sidewalk in front of their mm 
In foot and inches, when they

tion rattles faintly in tiie diatanco, the voters of Canada 
would Imi better advised to sit back, put on their slippers, 
fill their pipes, snugglo deep down in their chesterfield 
chairs and tell the politicians, "a plague on both your 
sides". Then when the shouting and hurrahing is over, 
walk to the polls and silently cast their ballots for whom- 
soever they think will better lie able to administrate 
efficiently the affairs of this country, 

In reading through tho voluminous verbosity that 
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is Hansard one comes across continually sharp remind- 
ers that maybe a lot of our trouble comes in the wasted 
effort and loose talk that goes on in our houses of par- 
liament which includes, of course, the legislatures. For 
instance, we just popped on this item, given to the House 
of Commons by Hazen Argue, CCF member for Assini- 
boia: "I say this Government reeks with scandal and 
the Cabinet is loaded with reckless men". While he said 
this, a little drama was being enacted in the legislative 
halls at Regina in which charges were being hurled at 
officers of the Saskatchewan government. 

Then another champion of the farmer gets up in 
the House of Commons and charges that Canadian far- 
mers are being plagued by hordes of taxation teams who 
go around the country checking on farmers' incomes. 
They were putting fanners "through the wringer". 

Too bad, so much of our politics is political Of 
course nobody stands up and howls about taxation 
officers who are checking up on business men and indi- 
viduals, something that is going on all the time. But 
it does sound good to champion the farmer. 

The tax hounds, of course, get a little suspicious 
when a fellow drives a Cadillac while moaning about 
starving to death. We wish that every farmer and every 
businessman and eveiy worker could afford a Cadillac. 
Newspapermen never will But what we are trying to 
get at is that the politicians of no party in Canada have 
a monopoly on honesty or sincerity or patriotism and 
that a lot of them have the same idea in mind - perpe- 
tuation. Many of them were never as well off. We 
should remember that in assessing a lot of the stuff 
they sound off for home consumption. 



WHY HOSPITALS SHOW DEFICITS 

The Ontario Department of Health's annual report 
tells some interesting things about hospital activities 
in the year 1951, the Bowmanvillo Statesman points out. 

According to the government department it costs 
general hospitals on an average $11.54 per day to pro- 
vido patient care — this cost includes all services — 
accommodation, meals, use of oporating room, labora- 
tory, X-ray, medicine, out-patients, etc., but the patients 
thomsulves paid only $8.8(i of this amount. Most of the 
difference was m ado up by government grants and 
public donations but there was still an ovorall deficit 
of $l,Ql)fi, 153.5:1. This is why tho government should 
raise its rate to hospitals for Indigent palients. 

In 1951, 8,091 more babies were born in hospital 
than in 1050 for a total of 105,791 and only 1,901 or 1.8 
percent wore stillborn. Ton years previous 8,83 percent 
of babies born in hospital woro stillborn. As over 80 
percent of Ontario babies aro now born in hospital, this 
reduction in infant mortality is of great importance. 

A total of 007,1238 patients wore troatod during tho 
year or one In seven of the population, excluding those 
in Sanatoria. On an average 16,288 pntionts wore in 
active treatment, hospitals dally using 83.8 percent of 

the capacity.

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Recently we had the oppor- 
tunity of spending" must of a 
half a day in the office of one 
of the downtown trust com- 
pany offices. We were trying 
unsuccessfully to make an of- 
fer on a piece of farm property 
on behalf of a friend of ours. 
We were met by gentlemen, 
very polite, very welt pressed 
and very obliging. It was a 
real pleasure to talk to them, 
except that when it came to 
matters pertaining farming. 
Their ignorance was profound. 

We left empty hauded, not 
having been able to discover 
the proper legal form to make 
our offer. Now we didn't ex- 
pect to see a man who could 
adjust a combine or fix the 
knot tor of a baler. But we did 
expect to find a person who 
would realise the importance 
of the time of the season, the 
necessity of personal cave of 
livestock and some knowledge 
ot co-operatives, In general 
some legal background in the 
problems of farming. 

Neither is this an isolated 
case. Time and time again, 
meetings ami associations pass 
iv.sohitUms and attempt to ttiv* 
dor take steps which would up- 
pear to us, dimple, only to find 
that they aro impossible. And 
when we seek legal advice, we 

are told that some of the things 
we aro doing already uro real* 
ly Illegal. We would ,go us far 
(is to say that the greatest ob* 
staele in tho path of farm leg- 
islation, marketing, pooling and 
zoning today is the legal bottle* 
neck and the absence of know- 
ledge on the part of the legal 
profession and the absence of 
lawyers who have tho neces; 
t sary qualifications to deal with 
these problems. 

Of course tho reason for It Is 
easy to see. In the past this 
field has been nonexistent; If 
it was there It was not profit- 
able. 

You might say that the In- 
stances wo mention are not 
common and that we are put- 
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ting them out of proportion to 
their dally importance to far- 
mers. We don't think *>. We 
doubt, for example, that the 
ordinary sales catalogue Is leg- 
ally proper. 

That is the solution. First 
of all, if the different govern- 
ments can maintain livestock 
services for research and ad- 
vice, economics divisions to in- 
vestigate trends and gather in- 
formation and in general, hire 
people to find out and help, 
then they should also maintain 
a farm legal department This 

department should make a 
thorough study of problems, 
work out proper contract forms 
and in general be available for 

consultation when called upon 
by organizations and individu- 
als. . 

Secondly, some central farm 
organizations such as the Fed- 
eration of Agriculture, should 
have a legal officer to help in- 
vestigate complaints, help with 
the briefs presented, with pro- 
posed legislation and resolu- 
tions. 

We are convinced that if 
such services would be avail- 
able, farmers would save 
money, time and a lot of disap- 
pointments. Our pcttttlon 
would be stronger, our de- 
mands better understood and 
solutions for our problems 

would lw faster forthcoming. 

Of course objections will be 
raised and wo will be told that 
the upkeep of such an office 
would cost too much, Well, our 
central organizations are badly 
under-financed. They should 
l>e better supported anyway. 
Let us not forget also, that in 
this day and ago when the r;

could be found who would 
have the necessary background 
and connection to farming*

This interest of parents in the 
physical wfell-being of (their 
family is correct and justified. 
But, many of the oldsr genera- 
tion wonder if somewhere along 
the way, the traditional con- 
cern with the spiritual develop- 
ment of children hasn't been 
lost 

It is a question of emphasis. 
What do we want for our child- 
ren? What do we expect of 
them? 

Most fathers and mothers 
would answer that, they want 
happiness and a full, useful life 

for their boys and girls when 
they reach maturity. They want 
them to become adult mentally 
as well as physically and be able 
to give leadership in the years 
ahead. 

Is health the most important 
requirement for these fulfil- 
ments? No one, least of all this 
writer who has had her share 
of poor health, would minimize 
th& importance of robust well- 
being. But, all of us know peo- 
ple who have overcome physical 
handicaps to become happy, use- 
ful and contented adults. 

Far more necessary is a sense 
of faith, a philosophy of life to 
which the individual can cling 
in times of trouble and indeci- 
sion. How are our children to 
find this? 

We do not trust to luck that 
they will pick up a sufficient 
knowledge of the alphabet that 
they will learn to read by them- 
selves. Is there as much interest 
shown in their religious instruc- 
tion? 

For many children, their 
homes will be their source of re- 
ligious learning. Implemented 
by their Sunday school classes 
and church, this knowledge will 
form a strong foundation on 
which they can build their way 
of life. But all too frequently, 
there will be children who do 
not receive such instruction in 
their homes. They do not attend 
church or Sunday school. Unless 
religious education is provided 
in the schools where their at- 
tendance is compulsory, they do 
without it. 

During their formative yean 
children In their daily lives es- 
tablish the pattern of behavior 
which they will follow in adult* 
hood. What a wasted oppor- 
tunity if they are not led into 
the proper paths, 
• What ore we doing about re- 
ligious instruction in our 
schools? On Tuesday night we 
shall have an opportunity to 
have our questions answered.

failed. Many such attempts have been made by the

THAT $180 GUARANTEE 

At this writing we don't know what council will 
finally do with regard to the motion that slumped so 
badly, when it was proposed that a grant of $180 be 
made to the C.N.R. in connection with the running of 
an excursion train from Toronto to Aurora oil the steam 
train centennial date, May 10. Only three supporters 
favored the motion at the council meeting on April ti. 

Whether council will review the proposal so favor- 
ably recommended by the mayor remains to he seen. 
To us the proposal seemed preposterous, a little 
"screwy" as Councillor Davidson described it. The 
steam train centennial is obviously a C.N.R. project. Its 
relationship to Aurora is no more than incidental. Con- 
sidering the fuss the Banner has been making over the 
event, one might think that the SS§S steam train had 
been run for the benefit of the village of Aurora, as it 
was then. 



Quite recently the C.N.R. paid over to the govern- 
ment n dividend of $M2,:t27. That proof of profit does 
not suggest that the C.N.R, needs a backing of $180 
from the Aurora town treasury. Yet the reeve, deputy- 
reeve and ono councillor apparently thought it did. If 
the C.N.R, has not $180 worth of confidence in tholr 
proposed excursion train, why should Aurora hold tho 
bag? 

In the 100 years of steam train service, Aurora 
does not appear to have received many advantages. On 
enquiry we were informed that only three trains carry 
passengers daily between Aurora ami Toronto, at (J 
a.m., 0.48 a.m., and 5,40 p.m. Only three trains from 
Toronto carry passengors to Aurora, at 0.10 a.m., 5.50 
p.m., and U.JiO p.m. The return fare is $ 1.00 and there 
Is a weekend $1.55 return Tare. 

On such information it is scarcely possible to arouse 
any unusual degree of excitement for a centennial ovont 
that means so little in practical service to travellers in 
the year I05J1.

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Outstanding Taxes Debated 

The .mayor presided at a general meeting of council 
held on Monday night, April 20, at which Councillor 
Dale King, chairman of the finance committee, present- 
ed a budget that made history in Aurora. An increase 
of 15 mills over the figure of 1952 brought the mill 
rate for 1953 to an all-high of 72. Reeve Cook was 
absent from the meeting. 



Among the correspondence 
read was a letter from Mr. B. D. 
Gilbert in which he complained 
that he had not been asked to 
tender for the new waterworks 
pick-up truck and wondered 
why. 

Councillor D. J. Murray, 
chairman of the fire and water 
department,, said there were two 

reasons why Mr. Gilbert had not 
been asked to tender. The first 
was that the G.M.C. was not, in 
their opinion, in the price range 
his committee needed and the 
second reason was that Mr. Gil- 
bert could not expect to get all 
the business in town, which he, 
Mr. Murray thought, should be 
moved around, lie said he was 
both disappointed and surprised 
that Mr. Gilbert had sent such a 
letter to council. 

A motion to send Mr. Gilbert 
a letter of reply was adopted. 
Aurora Heats 

The mayor suggested that the 
$300 grant to buy sweaters for 
the Aurora Bears should be held 
over with a view to diverting 
the money to help a town fund 
for tho forthcoming defence of 

Walter Fines. 

Councillor Murray and Jones 
agreed that everything should 
be done to support the boy and 
these views were endorsed by 
all members of council. 
The Budget 

Councillor Dale King, finance 
committee chairman, introduced 
the 1053 budget, a complete re- 
port of which readers will find 
on the second Aurora News 
Page. In the course of his com- 
ments, Mr. King disclosed that 
$10,000 were outstanding in tax- 
es, an increase of $1,000 over the 
previous year. 

Considerable discussion took 
place on the budget figures. 
Councillor I>, J. Murray said 
that the chief reason for the 
heavy increase of 15 mills 
the previous year was" to be 
found in the public school hoard 
expenditures. 

Continuing his argument, Mr. 
Murray said that on the surface, 
if seemed that council had no 
control over public school ex- 
penditures but actually they had 
control if they wanted to exor- 
cise it. He claimed that thero 
had been waste of money in the 
past ami bad calculations during 
the present period. He said that 
some years ago the public 
school hoard had let some $7,000 
down the drain and for recent 
purposes the board had miscal- 
culated costs by $35,000, 

Councillor Murray reminded 
council that Mr. Ilowser had re- 
turned t;,o00 from his estimated 
contract, which, perhaps, an- 
other contractor would not havo 
done, He said the present coun- 
cil, as far aH Hh new members 
were concerned, was not respon- 
sible for the heavy mill increase. 

Councillor King amde a vigor- 
ous defence of the public school 
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board, saying it was a properly 
elected body and had a right to 
make its own decisions. He said 
they couldn't have gone on with 
the old school and they had two 
fine schools now. 

Councillor Davidson consider- 
cti Hint both schools could have 
been modernized and continued . 
in use at a great saving of lax- 1 
payers' money. 

Deputy-IU-evu Murray said 
that the extra cost of education 
had to be taken into account. 
Replying to Councillor Murray, 
the deputy-reeve said the pur- 
chase of the land on George St. 
might prove of great value in 
the near future. 

The mayor commended Coun- 
cillor King and his committee on 
the budget, saying that the need 
for extra taxes had been met 
courageously, He drew atten- 
tion to the excellent graph Mr, 

King had drawn up for ready 
understanding of mill rate per- 
centages. 

On a motion by Councillor 
King, seconded by Deputy- 
Hceve Murray, the budget was 
unanimously adopted. 
$16,000 Unpaid Taxes 

Councillor Moffat drew atten- 
tion to the $10,000 arrears of 
taxes nnd said this was a seri- 
ous matter. If this considerable 
sum had been collected it could 
have meant a much smaller ad- 
dition in the mill rate, Mrs. 
Moffat asked what council in- 
tended to do on the matter. 

The mayor said a special meet- 
ing should he called nnd the list 
of delinquents considered and 
action taken to recover arrears. 
This was agreed to. 
Senutovltch Subdivision 

Councillor D. J. Murray drew 
the attention of council to an 
Important reservation that ap- 
peared in Ihe plan and said that 

ove7' SUc}l reservation, amounting to 
one foot of land, could if per- 
mitted, give a power to the 
owner that was not in the draft 
plan which council had approv- 
ed. Mr. Murray suggested that 
no services by Ihe town he un- 
dertaken until such time as the 
matter was clarified. 

The deputy-reeve and other 
members of council agreed that 
the reservation was not included 
in tho draft plan. Council 
agreed not to proceed further 
until the whole matter was clari- 
fied and the planning board was 

requested to take steps accord- 
ingly.

On 23 Acres of Land 
Raises 169 Cows 

If you had only 23 acres of pas- 
ture land, would you dare to un- 
dertake to raise 169 head of dairy 
cattle on it? H. G. Wilde, Len- 
ox, Massachusetts, did just that 
by invoking the old proverb of 
taking the mountain to Moham- 
med rather than Mohammed to 
the mountain. 

Wilde's Jersey herd hasn't been 
on an outdoor pasture for years. 
Instead, he keeps the cows in 
the barn almost the year round, 
feeding them field-chopped gras- 
ses and legumes harvested from 
the 23 news twice daily with a 

field chopper equipped with a 
cutter bar. 

The small acreage is heavily 
fertilized and often yields four 
cuttings a year. Cattle are fed 
all the .grass they can eat plus 
four or five pounds of dry hay 
per head per day. In addition, 
Wilde is able to market 150 tons 
of hay per year. Tho animals are 
exercised in a 14-acre "lounging" 
paddock apart from the 23 acres 
used for grass production. 

Tho herd's production figures 
last year showed an average on 
1C3 cows of 9,673 pounds of milk 
and 517,7 pounds of butter fat 
on twicea-tlay milking. 

Wilde feels that barn feeding 
coupled with tho practice of 
keeping his herd stabled at night 
results in higher and more uni- 
form production. Keeping the 
herd In ventilated and fly-free 
stables helps avoid production 
slumps duo to bad weather and 
irritation by a wide variety of 
flies. 

Ho maintains that rotational 
grazing with a herd of 160 would 
involve considerable fencing, la- 
bor nnd sizeable acreage. Large 
pastures mean long walks to and 
from the barn and a cow could 
easily "walk off" plenty of pro- 
duction.
